repeal conflicting laws; and for other purposes.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF GEORGIA:

SECTION 1.
Code Section 20-2-315 of the Official Code of Georgia Annotated, relating to the prohibition

against gender discrimination, is amended by revising subsection (j) as follows:

SECTION 2.
This Act shall become effective upon its approval by the Governor or upon its becoming law

without such approval.
